Small told police that he was driving 
between 30 and 35 miles an hour when he 
was blinded by the lights of an approaching 
machine. Mrs. Dugan was crossing from left 
to right, and when the operator saw her, he 


wung to the right of the road and jammed on 
the brakes. The left front of the car bewled 
her over.

Expert Pleads for 


ional Growth 


nith, Head of Massachusetts Department 
of Education, in Address Here Asks That Educa- 
tional System Be Not Crippled by Depression 


j : 
“We have enough money to spend on con- 
crete for million dollar highways, enough to 
spend on beer so that the beer tax amounts 
to a tidy sum, and enough to put three coats 
of paint on the faces of every woman in this 
country each day, but we do not have enough 
to educate our children,” asserted Dr, Pay- 
son Smith, Commissioner of Education for 
Massachusetts, at Punchard hall Tuesday 
night, in a plea to take the road that goes up 
rather than down in our future educational 
policy. Dr. Smith stated in his closing sen- 
tences that if we wan. to carry forward our 
institutions of democracy, we are going to 
send more children to school, we are going to 
have them stay in school longer, we are going 
to serve them better as individuals, and we 
are going to expand our programs in different 
fields. The noted educational expert was the 
guest speaker of a joint meeting of the 
gue of Women Voters and the various 
Parent-Teacher associations. 

Dr. Smith’s topic was “ Education at the 
Crossroads." He told the audience that 
Massachusetts had twice before been at the 
parting of the ways in education, once at the 
time of the crash of 1837, and again during 
the depression after the panic of 1873. On 
both those occasions the people began to ask 
if the country had not gone too far in public 
education, Yet the country did not turn 
back; instead it went forward, and in 1880 
there was begun an unprecedented program of 
| educational expansion. Previous to that time. 
in the public schools attention was paid to the 
requirements of the normal student, and 
there were no opportunities for the students 
showing special aptitudes. In 1880 there was 
no cpportunity for trade education unless the 
child had been committed to a reformatory. 
Now there are opportunities everywhere for 
vocational education, 

“What has happened to education?” the 
| speaker asked. In this country during the 
| depression education has suffered a greater 
setback than in any of the other western 
countries. In fact, England, Soviet Russia, 
Spain, Italy, Germany, all of South America, 
and Mexico have all moved forward in edu- 
cation. In the United States tens of thousands 
of children have had schools closed on them, 
jand thousands of teachers have been em- 
ployed at salaries under $400. In Massachu- 
setts the appropriations have been reduced 
about 15 percent in the last three years. In 
addition the teachers have contributed in the 


| last two years three million dollars in con- 


tributions to relieve the public welfare funds. 

Money has been saved, the speaker in- 
formed the audience, by reducing the teach- 
ers’ salaries, by consolidating classes, and by 
eliminating the eo-called fade, frills and 
ancies. Classes have been enlarged so that 
individual attention cannot be given to the 
children, so that there are several days be- 
tween the times when children are called

Dr. Payson Smith, Massachusetts Com 
missioner of Education, stated in his address 
in Punchard hall Tuesday night that if he 
were to examine the curriculum of present 
day to determine what subjects 
should be eliminated, he would first look

pretty carefully at the seventeenth century | 


subjects since it is more natural to assume 
thac twentieth century subjects are more 
suited to twentieth century life. This would 
probably bring despair to the opponents of 
so-called ‘frills and fads,” to those people 
who feel that the junior high plan should be 
abandoned. The argument most often heard 
against the junior high is that they teach 
nothing but “frills and fad which shows 
that the opponents have taken only a very 
superticial glance at the system 

A definition of “fads and frills’ would not 
be hard to find. Almost everything at one 
| time or another, now or fifty years ago, has 
| been called a ‘frill,’ and so it is quite justili- 
able to define “fads and frills” as “something 
we didn’t study when we went to school.” 
l'o say that methods should not be changed 
ty over the years is to say that education in the 
‘ old days was perfect, that nc improvement is 
possible. This is of course absurd, and far 
from being conducive to progress 


It is true that in several towns the scope 
of the junior high studies has been enormous 
Many people in Andover, looking at 
towns, make the bad mistake of assuming 
that Andover is the same, that plumbing and 
jewelry-making are being taught in the local 
junior high school, that a new building will 
contain shops for learning printing, cloth-

The 
only way to find out about the Andover 
junior high school ts to investigate in An 


dover, and forget about Reading, San Dieg« 
and the rest. Anyone who thinks Andover is 
teaching plumbing might profit by taking a 
look at Stowe school’s schedules; he would 
probably be surprised at the lack of fol-de 
rols.

in history, one of which is deyoted to civics 
rhe biighter pupils, instead of taking geogra 
phy and history separately, combine the twe 
into one course of seven periods a week 

Once each week the children study hy 
| giene, and once each week they have a period 
of physical training. Then there are the 
periods of drawing and music and a double | 
period each week for manual training and 
| sewing. Every single one of these subjects has | 
} been taught in some ferm cr other in the 
schools of Andover for years and yeats, and | 
by age alone should have been dropped from } 
the list of “fads” long ago. The only really 
new addition to the curriculum in the last 
few years is the one period of guidance each } 
week, in which various future occupations 
are discussed and proper future education for 
| those occupations is talked over. Only one | 
| period a week of anything recent enough to be | 
even called a “fad!” | 


To sum up, by far, the greatest emphasis is 
on English, mathematics, geography and 
history. What is there to be frightened about 

| there? True, they do spend a little time each

junior high work? Two periods out of thirty

If education can be defined today, the 
most obvious definition would be ‘prepara 
tion for life And as life is varied, so must 
education be. By preparing for life is not 
merely meant preparing to earn a living; it 
means preparing to enjoy life and all it olicrs 
It means being able to read good books, it 
means being able to appreciate a picture or 
music, it means being able to take care of

Major William L. Stedman of Methuen, a 
former representative and a former selectman 
pleaded against the new plan. In Methuen, he 
said, the broom swept clean for some time, 
but then the voters became careless. The 
people who were living on the town organized, 
and voted themselves raises. If it had been 
the unlimited form they wouldn’t have re- 
ceived the raises. The old-fashioned meeting, 
he said, turned all sorts of corners, but in the 
end they voted pretty near right. It is hard in 
Methuen to obtain a quorum. The speaker 
said that he had asked some of the people for 
whom they had voted and why they had 
voted that way after the last election of town 
meeting members, and he discovered that 
they had not made a careful analysis of their 
choices ; 

Major Stedman gave as his parting advice 
a warning for the people of Andover to stick

upon. Dr. Smith here mentioned the recent 
donation of millions of dollars to Exeter 
academy so that the classes could be reduced 
in size, and he then quoted John Dewey's 
remark: “that which a wise parent would 
want for the eduaation of his child, everyone 
should want for the education of all chil 
dren.” In the eliminating of 
“frills” he stated that if he were to examine 
the curriculum to decide what should be 
eliminated, he would examine first the old 
seventeenth century subjects, assuming that 
they were less suited for present day educa 
tion than the twentieth century subjects 
Last year in Massachusetts there was an 
increase of 12,000 in the school population of 
the state. This would ordinarily require the 
employment of three hundred extra teachers 
to properly educate the children, but instead 
teachers were dismissed, leaving the 
children of the state to be taught by over 600 
fewer teachers than before. There is no de 
pression as far as school attendance is con 
cerned, the speaker declared. The child labor
